Hague, Fan. 26. The States of Ho'land and Welt 
Friefland have this day opened their Affen by. It is con- 
firmed that Rear- Admiral Comte Byland, who was to have 
repaired to the Mediterranean to take the command of the 
Republic’s fleet in that fea, has recé¢ived orders to return to 
port. This refoiution was taken by the States General on 
the 18th inftant, in confequence of .a letter from the Prince 








+ Stadtholder, of the fame day, fignifying, “ That the fers 


vice of the Republic made it neceflary for his Serene High- 
nefs to iflue orders to Rear-Admiral Comte Byland, and the 
yr apne Sylvefter and Van Kingfbergen, for their imme- 
diate return with the fhips under their command, and to put 
in at whatever port was moft confenient for them. But 
that his Serene Highnefs would not difpatch thofe orders 
till he had informed himfelf of their High Mightinefles 
pleafure refpeéting them ; and it was his intention, as foon 
as the thips had entered the ports of the Republic, to re- 
quire the faid Admiral to lay before him an account of his 
conduct in the encounter with the Englith fquadron under 
Commodore Fielding, which his Serene Highnefs would not 
fail co acquaint their High Mightineffes with.”

‘+ Having, in obedience to four Excel s orders, res 
paited with Captain Marfhall on board the Englith man o 
war the Namur, commanded by Commiodote Fielding, I re- 
prefented to him, after the ufual compliments, how greatl 
your Excellency was furprifed to find, by Captain Marthall, 
that he had orders, and that it was his intention to vifit the 
Republic’s convoy 3 a proceeding ‘which would be equally ° 
contrary to the friendhip and treaties’ fubfifting between 
their High Mightinefles and the King of Great Britain, as 
to general cuftom, as the men of war belonging to the Re- 
public had never fuffered a vifit of that kind. ‘That you 
was the more aftonifhed, as you had given your word of 
honour to Captaia Marfhall, that the convoy had not any 
fuch goods as had been deemed contraband in the treaties, 
nor was it even laden with timber for thip-building, mafts, 
yards, &c. 

“« The fubftance of the Commadore’s reply was, That he 
had expsefs orders to vifit the convoy; that he fhould be 
truly concerned ta have recourfe to force for that purpofe, 
and that he would ufe every means in his power to’ avoid it. 
I anfwered, ‘* ‘That I did not kriow how it would bé pof- 
fible for him to prevent force, if he perfilted in his defign of 
vifiting the convoy, 4s it was the fixed refolution of your 
Excellency not to permit it, and to prevent it, as long as 
poffible, notwithitanding the great fuperiority againft him ; 
but that I could add to the affurances already given, that 
thofe veffels of the convoy which were bound for the ports 
of France, had not on board any materials that could ferve 
for the fitting out of a veflel. But the Commodore requi- 
red that 1 fhould extend this affurance yet farther, fo as to 
include fuch merchandize as might be fabrictted into thofe 
materials, namely corcage; in which cafe, he faid, “ he 
would venture to deviate from the ftri€@ orders he had re- 
ceived, to vifit the convey, and would be fatisfied with the 
above affarance.” But as it was not in my power to do 
that, the Commodore informed me, that he fhould execute 
his orders, and vilit the convoy as heretofore ; upon which I 
obferved, ** that there was no example of fuch a vifit having 
been ever. made before to any ‘of the convoys belonging to 
the Republic; that the cafe of Captain Dedel, which was 
mentioned by the Commodore, confirmed my affertion, that 
Captain having prevented the vifit, till he was obliged te 
yield to fuperior fotec-

the Commodore declared, that he muft then procéed to the 


execution of his orders; but, to prevent confoffion, and an 
unneceflary effufion of Liood, he would wait till the next 
day, and at fun-rife fhouid make a fignal for the fhips to 
fend the floops to vilit the convoy. Upon which I, on my 
fide, declared, ** that, in that cafe, your Excelleny wonld 
cettaiuly give fire." The Commodore informed me, in the 
courfe of our converfation, that he-had been fent to fea for 
the fole purpofe of vifiting the convoy, and to bring it in, 
if it fhould be found to be laden with naval ftores, fhewing 
me, at the fame time, a lift of veffels, written on two $ 
of paper, which were known to have been in the Texel, 
charged with naval ftores fer the ports of France, and which, 
it was fuppofed, were all to fail with this convoy.

Yellerday fome important. difpatches were brought to the 
Admiralty from the Governor of Plymouth. 

This morning fome difpatches were received from Gibral- 
tar, by which there is ailvice, that they had a fevere gale of 
wind there the 16th of December, but none of the fhips re- 
ceived any “damage.. 

Several of the thips which were out in the hurricane at 
Maderia put into yal, with the lofs of their mails. 

Letters from Cadiz mention, that a hurricaue happened 
there onthe 16th of December, by which a deal of damage 
was done, both on fhore and amongtt the thipping. Several 
veilels‘were drove a fhore and loll, with part of the crews. 

The report. which has circulated about for fome days, of 
the Spanith fleet being difperfed in a gale of wind, took its 
rife from the hurricane which happened there on the 16th 
of December, as by a letter received, dated the roth of Ja- 
nuary, from Cadiz, the fleet were all fafe there, with a 
number of tranfports. 

A houfe at Nantz, which has carried on a great trade for 
more than fixty years with a mott refpeable character, has 
lately failed in coufequeace of their American conneStions. 

A fleet was preparing with the utmoft difpatch for imme- 
diate fervice,-which is to be commanded by Admiral Bar- 
rington, who will hoift his flag oa board the Barfleur, now 
fitting out at Portfinonth. nd ize 

The Hon. Boyle Walfiagham, it is faid, will have a broad 
pendant, and go fecond in command with Admiral Barring- 
toa,, on beard the Thunderer now ia ‘dock at Portimouth, 
fheathing with copper.
